Constitution of the State of Kansas, 
The Constitution framed by the convention 
held for that purpose at Wyandott, Kansas, is 
to be submitted to the people for ratification on 
the 4th of October next. In an ordinance pre- 
tixed to the instrument the State relinquishes 
the right to tax certain of the lands included 
within its boundaries, provided Congress grant 
them for the use of common schools, the 
maintenance of a State University, for the erec- 
tion of public buildings, and for the use of chari- 
table and benevoleut institutions, etc. The 
amount of land to be thus donated is nearly a 
milhon of acres, besides Ave per cent of the pro- 
ceeds of the public lands in the State, disposed 
of after its admission into the Union. The 
boundaries of the State are defined as follows. 

Beginning at a point * 

enth parallel of north latitude crosses the same, 
hehe ranting west on said parallel to the 
twenty fifth meridian of longitude west from 
Washington, thence vorth on said meridian to 
the fortieth paraliel of north latitude, thence 
east on the said parallel tothe western boun- 
jary of the State of Missouri, thence south with 
che western boundary of said State to the place 
of beginning. 

The bill of rights comprises twenty sections. 
It declares the equal and inalienable right of all 
men to life, liberty and the pursuit of bappi- 
ness; the right of the Legislature to alter, re-

nities which may have been granted; the right 
of the people to bear arms; the inviolability of 
trial by jury; repudiates slavery; asserts free- 
dom of conscience, and of the press; establishes 
exemption from imprisonment for debt except 
ia cases of fraud; and abolishes all distinction 

etween citizens and aliens in reference to the 
purchase, enjoyment, or descent of property. 

Tee Constitution is comprised in fifteen arti- 
les. The executive officers hold office during 
two years. The supreme executive aud pardon- 
ing powers are vested in the Governor, aud thé 
iegistative power in a Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives, never to consist of more than 100 
Representatives and 33 Senators. The Judiciary 
to be elective. Every white male person of 21 
years and upwards who is a citizen of the United 
“ates, or any person of foreign birth who may 
have declared his intention to become a citizen 
agreeably to the naturalization laws of the Uni-

There is hardly any question but that this 
Constitution willbe ratified by an overwhelming 
-aajority of the people of Kansas, notwithstand- 
ag the Democratic members of the convention 
refused to sign it; and the party generally will 
probably vote against it.
